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WORLD  SUGAR  TRADE 


CHANGES  LITTLE  IN  1964 


World  sugar  exports  in  calendar  year  1964  amounted  to  18.9  million  short  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  19.O  million  in  19&3*  Exports  were  up  in  1964  for 
North  America,  Eastern  Europe,  Asia,  and  Oceania.  There  was  a  significant 
decline  in  exports  from  South  America,  and  small  declines  took  place  in  Western 
Europe  and  Africa. 

Cuban  exports  showed  a  marked  increase  over  the  low  level  of  19^3>  hut  were 
still  below  1962  levels  and  the  1955-59  average.  Shipments  to  the  Communist 
Bloc  countries  of  Eastern  Europe  in  1964  amounted  to  2.5  million  tons.  Exports 
by  Cuba  to  these  countries  amounted  to  1.7  million  tons  in  1963  an^  3*0  million 
tons  in  1962.  Shipments  made  to  Mainland  China  in  1964  declined  for  the 
second  straight  year. 

North  America  accounted  for  38*7  percent  of  all  exports  in  1964  and  was  the 
largest  net  exporter.  Western  Europe  was  the  largest  net  importer.  Eastern 
Europe  increased  its  position  as  a  net  exporter,  with  Poland  the  leading 
exporter.  African  exports  declined  slightly  during  the  year,  but  Africa  was 
still  on  a  net  export  basis. 

Imports  of  sugar  into  the  United  States  declined  by  20  percent  in  1964  from 
the  1963  level,  and  was  17  percent  below  1955-59  average  imports.  The 
Philippines  was  the  largest  supplier,  followed  by  Mexico,  Dominican  Republic, 
Peru,  and  Australia.  The  United  States  has  imported  no  sugar  from  Cuba 
since  i960.

The  USSR  increased  its  imports  and  decreased  its  exports  in  1964.   Imports  of 
2.1  million  tons  came  almost  entirely  from  Cuba.  Exports  declined  from  1 
million  tons  in  1963  to  477,000  tons  in  1964.  The  United  States  remained  by- 
far  the  world's  largest  importer  of  sugar.  The  United  Kingdom  was  again 
second  as  a  world  importer  of  sugar,  although  imports  declined  by  almost 
300,000  tons. 

Imports  of  sugar  into  Japan  accounted  for  45  percent  of  all  Asian  imports. 
There  was  a  decline  of  imports  into  Mainland  China,  for  the  second  straight 
year. 

World  consumption  is  expected  to  rise  more  in  1965  than  in  1964.  The  all- 
time  record  1964-65  production  of  70.1  million  tons  has  resulted  in  world 
prices  plunging  to  a  20-year  low.  The  low  prices  have  spurred  consumption, 
however,  and  will  probably  help  to  maintain  trade  at  about  the  same  level  in 
1965  as  in  1964. 
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
